of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  law,  herewith  is  submitted 
the  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Common  Schools  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1881. 

The  allowance  made  by  law  for  publishing  the  Municipal  Re- 
ports is  so  small,  and  the  School  Fund  being  in  such  a  crippled 
condition,  it  is  thought  best  this  year  to  publish  only  the  most 
important  of  the  school  statistics. 

These  have  been  made  up  by  Mr.  George  Beanston,  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Education. 

It  is  unfortunate  for  the  cause  of  education  in  this  city  that 
your  Honorable  Body,  when  making  the  levy  for  school  pur- 
poses, gave  so  much  heed  to  the  unreasonable  and  unpatriotic 
demands  of  that  portion  of  our  population  who  have  no  use  for 
and  but  little  interest  in  public  education. 

The  cost  of  public  education  compared  with  its  beneficent 
results  sinks  into  insignificance.  Among  the  many  good  institu- 
tions of  our  country  none  should  be  valued  so  highly  as  our  pub- 
lic schools.  We  must  admit  with  shame  that  some  of  our  peo- 
ple would  like  to  see  the  public  schools  abolished,  or  crippled  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  destroy  their  usefulness.

Adopted  Maech  19,  1878. 

1.  The  Board  of  Education  appoints  twenty-four  Substitute  Teachers. 
They  are  employed  by  the  Superintendent  to  take  charge  of  the  classes  of 
teachers  who  are  temporarily  absent,  to  fill  vacancies  and  to  take  charge  of 
new  classes  until  regular  teachers  are  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  The  rates  of  payment  per  day  are  as  follows: 

When  filling  the  position  of  Assistant  in  High  Schools $6  00 

When  filling  the  position  of  Assistant  in  Grammar  Grades 4  00 

When  filling  the  position  of  Assistant  in  Primary  Grades 3  00 

When  filling  the  position  of  Assistant  in  Evening  Schools 2  00 

3.  All  Substitutes  required  to  report  for  duty  at  the  office  of  the  Superin- 
tendent are  paid  $1.50  per  day  when  their  services  are  not  needed  in  any 
school. 

4.  A  Vice-Principal  or  an  Assistant  Teacher  when  filling  the  position  of 
Principal  receives  the  salary  that  would  be  paid  to  the  Principal  for  the  same 
time. 

5.  All  other  cases  are  determined  by  the  Superintendent  in  conjunction 
with  the  Committee  on  Salaries.

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In  the  month  of  August,  1880,  the  sum  of  $114,920.10  was  paid  on  account 
of  teachers'  salaries  for  services  performed  during  the  months  of  April,  May 
and  June,  1880.  This  amount  is  not  included  in  the  foregoing  statement,  for 
the  reason  that  it  properly  belongs  to  last  fiscal  year,  and  was  included  in  the 
financial  statement  in  the  last  annual  report.  The  delay  in  paying  the  bal- 
ance of  teachers'  salaries  for  the  three  months  mentioned  was  occasioned  by 
an  action  in  the  Supreme  Court  to  test  the  validity  of  an  Act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture fixing  the  salaries  of  certain  classes  of  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of 
this  city.

NEW  SCHOOL  HOUSES. 
The  following  named  school  houses  were  completed  during  the  year: 

PINE   AND   SCOTT   STREET   PBIMABY   SCHOOL. 

Situated  on  Pine  street,  between  Scott  and  Devisadero  streets. 

This  is  a  two-story  frame  building,  containing  eight  class-rooms,  and  was 
erected  by  David  Perry,  under  the  direction  of  William  Curlett,  architect. 
The  contract  price  was  $18,000;  extra  work,  $334;  architect's  fees,  $900;  hot 
water  heater,  $1,545 — total  cost,  $20,779.  The  building  was  accepted  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  November  1,  1880.  It  was  opened  on  the  same  date 
with  a  full  corps  of  teachers,  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Sallie  A.  Rightmire  as 
Principal. 

BtJENA    VISTA   PRIMARY   SCHOOL. 

Situated  on  York  street,  between  Solano  and  Butte  streets. 

This  is  a  one-story  frame  building,  containing  four  class-rooms,  and  was 
erected  by  George  A.  Embury,  under  the  supervision  of  William  Curlett,  ar- 
chitect. The  contract  price  was  $7,476;  extra  work,  $279;  architect's  fees, 
$373.80— total  cost,  $8,128.80.  The  building  was  finished  in  November,  1880, 
and  was  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Education,  December  13,  1880.  The  Flor- 
ida Street  Primary  School,  formerly  occupying  rented  rooms,  was  moved  into 
this  building,  December  1,  1880.  The  school  was  named  February  14,  1881. 
It  now  contains  175  pupils,  and  is  under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  Emma  S.  Code, 
as  Principal. 

WEST   MISSION    STREET   PEIMAET   SCHOOL. 

Situated  on  West  Mission  street,  between  Herman  and  Ridley  streets. 

This  is  a  two-story  frame  building,  containing  eight  class-rooms,  and  was 
erected  by  George  A.  Embury,  under  the  direction  of  William  Curlett,  archi- 
tect. The  contract  price  was  $15,915;  extra  work,  $50;  architect's  fees, 
$795.75;  hot  water  heater,  $1,545— total  cost,  $18,305.75.  The  building  was 
finished  and  accepted,  December  27,  1880.     The  school  was  opened  January 
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3,  1881,  with  a  full  corps  of  teachers,  under  the  charge  of   Mrs.  Louise  F. 
Cadwell,  as  Principal. 

EWING   PRIMARY   SCHOOL. 

Situated  on  Harrison  street,  between  Fourth  and  Fifth  streets. 

This  is  a  two-story  frame  building,  containing  twenty  class-rooms,  and  was 
erected  by  C.  P.  Moore  and  brother,  under  the  supervision  of  William  Cur- 
lett,  architect.  The  contract  price  was  $34,213;  architect's  fees,  $1,710.65; 
less  $380.50  deducted  from  the  contract  price  on  account  of  necessary  changes 
in  the  specifications  during  the  progress  of  the  work — total  cost,  $35,543.15. 
The  building  was  finished  in  June,  1881,  and  was  accepted  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  July  7,  1881 .  The  Fourth  Street  Primary  School,  the  Mission 
and  Mary  Street  School,  formerly  occupying  rented  rooms,  and  six  classes 
accommodated  in  rented  rooms  on  Silver  street,  between  Second  and  Third 
streets,  were  transferred  into  this  building.  The  school  was  named  the 
"  Ewing  Primary  School,"  June  30,  1881.  It  opened  July  11,  1881,  with 
twenty  classes  and  a  full  corps  of  teachers,  under  the  charge  of  Miss  E.  E. 
tstincen,  as  Principal.
